REMARKS 

This Response is submitted in response to the Office Action dated January 25, 2005, 
having a shortened statutory period set to expire April 25, 2005. Claims 1-18 are now pending. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. §101 

In the present Office Action, Claims 13-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. Specifically, the Examiner states that the originally 
claimed preamble found in the base independent Claim 13 fails to comport with the requirements 
of 35 U.S.C. § 101. Although Applicants believe that the originally filed preamble meets the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. § 101, in an effort to move the present invention to allowance, the 
preamble "computer readable medium encoded with a data structure" as suggested by the 
Examiner has now been incorporated into Claims 13-18.

Having now complied with the suggestions of the Examiner, Applicants now respectfully 
request a Notice of Allowance for all pending claims.
